THE CAPITAL 
ADIEU FOR A TIME. 


The President Starts Out on His Trip 
Full of Good Humor. 


Members of His Cabinet and Baron Speck von 
Sternberg Say Good-byp—Chief Executive Offers the 
Use of His Horse to the German Ambassador—Crowds 


Along the Route. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THD TIMES.) 


sive Diepatch.} To all appear- 
ances President Roosevelt, at the 
railroad station this morning, when he 
was starting off on his trip to Callfor- 
nia, was the happiest man in Washing- 
ton, and did not care who knew it. He 
shook hands with everybody in reach; 
bubbled over with good spirits and 
cracked jokes. All of the members of 
his Cabinet went down to the station 
to see him off on his special train, and 
besides the Cabinet members there 
were many other distinguished persons 
there, including Baron Speck von 
Sternberg, German Ambassador to the 
United States, who evidently had come 
along to help smooth out some kinks 
that have happened in German-Amer- 
ican relations within the last four or 
five years. 

When the President saw the Baron 
he grasped him by the hand, and told 
him he was so sorry that he was not 
going along. The Baron was duly im- 
pressed. The President told him to 
take good care of himself. 

“When I come back,” said the Presi- 
dent, “we will have some good times 
horseback riding together." The Baron 
théught so. 

Then the President told the German 
diplomat to go to the White House 
stables and take his (the President's) 
riding horse whenever he saw fit. 
Baron Von Sternberg is a little bit of a 
man. 

“Do you think your horse could carry 
me?” he asked, with impressive dig- 
nity, and the President and everybody 
else laughed gieefully. 

The Chief Executive cracked jokes 
with every member of his Cabinet who 
had come to say good-by. He “‘jollied” 
Secretary Cortelyou, whose chief job is

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Presi- 
dent this morning started on his west- 
ern trip under the most favorable 
auspices. As ‘the special train pulled 
out of the Pennsylvania station, he 
stood on the platform of his car, tip- 
ping his hat and smiling in response to 
the enthusiastic cheers of hundreds of 
admirers. 

As early as & o'clock a crowd began 
to gather at the White House to wit- 


“trust busting.” and told him to - 


iness the President's departure. As he 


entered his carriage to drive to the 
station the mep made the historic 
grounds echo with cheers, while the 
women waved their handkerchiefs and 
many of them their hates. 

The Pennsylvania smtion and plat- 
forms were crowded with people anx- 
jous to extend to the President their 
good wishes for a safe and successful 
journey. Notable precautions were 
taken to insure his safety. The police 
arrangements were under the personal 
supervision of Commissioner West and 
Chief Sylvester. Uniformed officers, 
detectives, plain-clothes men and se- 
cret-service operatives surrounded the 
President and covered every point. 

As the President alighted from his 
carriage he was joined by Secretary 
Hitchcock and they walked down the 
platform arm in arm, the President 
stopping now and then to greet friends. 
He was attired in a black cutaway 
coat, dark striped trousers, and wore 
a biack felt hat. He was in the beast of 
spirits, and chatted enthusiastically 
about the trip. 

No member of the President's imme- 
diate family. except his eister. Mra. 
Cowles, was at the etation, Mrs. Roose- 
velt and the young children being down 
the Chesapeake Bay on the Mayflower, 
and Mies Alice in Porto co. Several 
members of the Cabinet, including Sec- 
retary Cortelyou, Secretary Hitchcock 
and Secretary Wilson, were present. 
The President and Secretary Cortelyou 
chatted several minutes, the President 
expressing his regret that the fecre- 
tary was rot to accompany him. (Other 
members of the Cabinet had taken 
their formal teave of the President at 
the White House. Among other nota- 
ble people at the station to see the 
President off were Assistant Secretary 
of State Loomis, Col. Theodore Bing- 
ham and Capt. W. 8. Cowles, Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General Shallen- 
berger and District Commissioner West. 

The train is one of the finest ever run 
out of Washington by the Pennsylva- 
nia Rallroad, handsomely equipped and 
manned by a crew of picked men. The 
only change in the personnel of the 
party as heretofore announced was 
that John McCoy went as special! rep- 
resentative of the Pennsy!vania 
road, instead of C..R. Roseberg. In 
addition to those officially designated 
as members of the President's party. 
three secret service and two postoffice 
inspectors accompanied the Preaidéent 
as a personal bodyguard. The journey 
as planned will occupy nine weeks and 
three days, and the party will travel 
a little more than fourteen thousand 
miles. 

RECEPTION AT HARRISBURG.

HARRISBURG, April 1.—The Prest- 
dent's train arrived at 10:10 o'clock and 
remained for ten minutes The run 


from Washington was uneventful, the 


President spending most of his time 
in reading. 

The President was .greeted in this 
city by a great crowd, including the 
members of the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture and city officials. Senator Foicht, 
on behalf of the Senate, presented 
greetings to the President. The Sena- 
tor expresred regret that they were un- 
able to welcome him at the Capitol, but 
were giad to welcome him in the 
shadow of Zion Lutheran Church. 
where the first Harrison was nominate! 
for the Presidency. 

The President showed every evidence 
of surprise at the reception. He spoke 
for more than five minutes. He re- 
ferred to the prosgerity of the State 
and the country, and said it was more 
due to the individual skill of labor and 
capital than to any of his efforts. He 
said he left Washington with a light 
heart over the magnificent work per- 
formed by @me Anthracite. Coal Strike 
Commission, _No’document, he said, 
handed down by any association o/ 
men could have the power for more 
good than that handed down by the 
commission. 

RODE IN THE CAB.

PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 


INCREASED LAST MONTH. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—The 
monthly statement of the public debi 
shows that at the close of business 
March 31, 1903, the total debt less cash 
in the treasury amounted to $939,603,- 
919, an increase for the month of §$1,- 


— This increase ie accounted for 


by a corresponding decrease in amount 
of cash on hand, 

‘ The debt is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest-bearing debt, $914,541,370; debt 
on which interest has \ceased since 
maturity, $1,230,100; debt bearing no 
interest, $396.754.437; total, $1,312,515,- 
907. This amount, however, does not 
include $899.007,069 in certificates and 
treasury notes outetanding which are 
ofiset by an equal amount of coin on 
hand held for their redemption. 

The cash in the treasury is classified 
as follows: Reserve fund, $150,900,000: 
trust fund, $860,007,069; general fund, 
$166,.217,767; in national bank deposi- 
tories, $150.150.488: totals, 
Against which there are demand fa- 
bilities outstanding amounting to $9#2,- 
453,536, leaving a cash balance on 
hand of $372,921,988. 

The comparative statement of the 
government receipts and expenditures 
show that for Wie month of March, 
1903. the total receipts were $45,435,- 
434 and the disbursements, $44,987,587. 
leaving a surplus for the month « of 
$447.857. The receipts from the several 
sources of revenue are given as fol- 
lows: Customs, $23,709,967; increase, 
$2,000,000; internal revenue, $18,823,751; 
decrease, $3,000,000; miscellaneous, §2,- 
901,715; increase, . The expendi- 
tures on account of War Department 
were $12,278,918; increase, $2,000,000: 
Navy Department, 87,374,844; increase, 
$1,200,000. For the last nine months 
the receipts exceeded the expenditures 
by $33,829,222.

OUR NAVY AND GERMANY’S. 
AMERICANS WORKED UP. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—[{Exciusive 
Dispatch.}] It has been a long time 
since naval circles in Washington have 
been so worked up as over the Dewey 
interview and the subsequent develop- 
mentsin the way of replies by the Ger- 
man naval officers. The biast of Count 
E. Reventiow th the Berlin Tagebiatt, 
in which he condemns the whole Amer- 
ican Navy and cases slurs on our ships, 
officers and enlisted men has stirred up 
a feeling of resentment here similar to 
that which prevailed when Admiral 
Dewey was having trouble with Admiral 
Diedrich in Manila Harbor in 1899. But 
for strict regulations, forbidding naval 
officers to talk on such subjects for 
publication, Washington correspond- 
ents could send out some highly-sensa- 
tional interview regarding the view 
taken here of Count Reventiow s declar-. 
ation that Germany's first squadron 
could “smash Dewey's Caribbean fleet;” 
that the morale of the American Navy 
was low, as evidenced by the numerous 
desertions; that the marksmafhship of 
the West Indian fleet was poor, and 
that American maneuvers are childish 
in character. 

Our naval officers are anxious to re- 
sent these charges, and the Bureau of 
Navigation yesterday afternoon went 
as far as it dared in this direction by 
putting out a statement of the achieve- 
ments of the gunners of the Texas, in 
the recent target practice. The Presi- 
dent appreciates the feeling that exists 
throughout the navy and so does Acting 
Secretary Darling, and officers are be- 
ing cautioned not to talk for publica- 
tion on the strictures passed by the 
German officials. 

As is natural, when any little flare- 
up -with Germany oceuyrs, there has 
been a study of figures showing the 
relative power of the two countries on 
the seas. The United States has 109

United States. This commission will 
consist of Rear-Admirali Walker, 
Brig.-Gen. Peter C. Hains and Prof.

nal board. 


The fact that these men have been 
designated to make a preliminary in- 
spection, leads to the belief that all 
three will be appointed by the Presi- 
dent members of the new caval com- 
mission. to take charge of the work 


of construction. The new 


will not be named until Colombia bas 


ratified the treaty. 


Maj. William M. Black of the En- 
gineer Corps, &Jso has been designated 
to accompany the three special com- 
missioners, to act as special engineer- 
ing expert. He was in charge of the 
Washington Barracks, bat it is under- 
stood he has been transferred to canal 
wo y permanently. Maj. Black is an 
expert in sanitary engineering, and 
that is ome of the first features of 
the work on the isthmus that will 


claim attention. 

The isthmus must, be thoroughly 
cleaned up, and made a fit living place 
for Americans; who will have to re- 
main there for years. Sewers, wat 
works and other adjuncts of civiliza- 


tion will be introduced, and there will 


be such a housecleaning as the na- 
tives on the isthmus never saw before. 
This is considered an important work, 
and must precede all other features of 
canal construction. The commission- 
ers and Maj. Biack intend to sail from 
New York for Colon on April 9. 

It is understood President has 
selected all the bers of the new 
Canal Commission, and has left their 
names here, so that their appointment 
may be announced before he returns, if 
Colombia promptly ratifies the treaty. 
The Colombian charge d'affaires here 
says the Colombian Congress will megt 
on May 10. The elections have just 
been held, but official returns have not 
been received. 

Foreign influences still are striving 
to prevent Colombia's acceptance of the 
canal treaty, but it is now believed 
they will not succegd. 


TO HUNT THE ANARCHIST. 


EDITOR BRAUN'S QUEST 
(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—(Exctusive 
Dispatch.}] The anarchist is to be 
hunted in hie lair and excluded from 
the United States and all places sub- 
ject. to its jurisdiction. Although the 


Anarchy Bill proposed by Senator 
Hoar for the protection of the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President did not pass, 
there is enough authority in the Im- 
migration Bill, approved March 3, to 
prevent in great measure the entrance 
of anarchists, to expel them when 
caught here, or to put them behind the 
bars. 

The bill also authorizes the Com- 
missioner-General of Immigration to 
send special agents abroad, whenever, 
in hie judgment, such action shall be 
necessary to accomplish the objects 
of the act.

NICE, April 1.—{By Atlantic 
ble.] Count ENiot Seborowski of Nice 
was killed today in an automobile hill- 
climbing race between here and La 
Turbie. Seborowski’s friend, Baron 
De Pillange, Who was acting as the 
former's chauffeur, was fataliy injured, 


and died later. 
The witnesses of the start of the race 
say that Seborowski showed much 


nervousness while awaiting his turn, 
he being the fifth starter.. He was a 
tall man, about 40 years of age. Im- 
prudently he wore white kid gloves 
which prevented him from having a 
firm grip of the brake. At the signal 
to go he -started at half speed which 
was soon increased tg full speed. The 
accident occurred at the first turning 
of the road. The shock was terrific, 
and Seborowski was shot from his car 
and struck the wall beside the road 
with his head about six feet from the 
ground. He fell to the ground dead, 
with his arms outstretched. Baron De 
Pailange was throwp to the left. 

Countess Seborowski was awaiting 
her husband at La Tvurbie, expecting 
they would lunch together at the end 
of the race. An affecting scene took 
place when she was notified of his 
fate. 

The accident occurred at the spot

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 
Atlantic Cable.] Details of the disturb. 
ances in North Albania show that the 
revolt which has broken out there 
against the reform scheme of the pow- 
ers, is a very serious one, Several 
thousand armed Albanians surrounded 
the town Vucster, March 29, and de- 
manded the surrender of the eleven 
Servian gendarmes who had beén en- 
listed in accordance ,with the reform 
pians. The Governor surrendered—the 
Servians, whe were bound and taken 
to Pristina, after having been mal- 
treated. 

A number of the Servian inhabitants 
and bands of Albanians later sur- 
rounded Mitrovitga and serious fight- 
ing ensued with the Turkish garrison, 
consisting of 3000 troops. The fighting 
continued until March 30, when the Al- 
banians finally were repulsed with 
great loss. Heavy reinforcements 
have been ordered from the village of 
Aedin, Asia Minor, and other places to 
the scene of the outbreak, in order to 
suppress the rebellion. 

The rising has caused a panic among 
the Christians of old Servia, who are 
leeing toward Servia. 

A panic has occurred at Prilep in 
consequence of the growing fanaticism 
of the Albanians against the Christians. 
The latter have closed their shops and 
schools, and are preparing to seek 
refuge. Numbers of Christians have 
been murdered in the Prilep district 
during the last few days. 

Considerable apprehension is felt at 
the Russian embassy for the safety of 
the Kussian Consul at Mitrovitza. 

The outbreak has made a great im- 
pression at the palace. The Sultan was 
intenseiy exercised and measures were 
enmediatelg taken to watch the twu 
Albanian battalions belonging to the 
imperial guard on duty gmt the Yildiz 
Kioski, to prevent disorder at the pal- 
ace.

BESIEGING CAPITAL. 


IMPERIAL FORCES UNDER 
CHEN DEFEATED. 


GOV. 


Several Cities Occupied by the Insur- 
gents and Peking Government Has 
Been Notified of Necessity for Prompt 
and Effective Measures. 


(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

VICTORIA (B. April 1-—-News 
was received this afternoon by th 
Empress of Japan that after acteating 
the imperial troops with heavy loss; 
the Kwang-Si rebels have laid siege to 
Liu Chow, where Gov. Wang Chih 
Chen, who has been deposed and or- 
dered to Peking, is surrounded. Kwel- 
lin, the provincial capital, is also in a 
Stage of siege, and three rebel armies 
were approaching that city to ald the 
besiegers in making a joint attack on 
the place. Viceroy Teen of Szeichuan 
has wired to Peking, asking if the gov- 
erpment is aware of the serious affairs 
at Kweilin. 

Gov. Wang Chih Chen had intended 
to proceed there from Nanking and 
marched his army from Liu Chow, 


The imperial forces soon found them- 
selves greatiy harassed on all sides by 
the rebels, who almost surrounded the 
former and effectually prevented them 
from leaving the vicinity of Liu Chow. 
However, Wang Chih Chen had to re- 
treat with ignominy and with the loss of 
many hundred men, and a couple of 
thousand Mausers. The roads are now 
all held by febels, and the commis- 
sariat routes are blocked. 

The rebellion in Kwang-S8i has be- 
come very formidable and news has 
come that several! cities had been oc- 
cubpied by the rebels, and the authori- 
ties of these cities, for the sake of self- 
preservation, opened the gates as soon 
as the rebels appeared and offered 
them welcomes. 

Some of the desperate magistrates of 
Kwang-Si, finding themselves power- 
less to resist the attacks of the rebels, 
have surrendered to them, and have 
even ordered the people in their juris- 
diction to help them with money and 


provisions. 
A Peking corresnondent says that 
Gov. Wane Chih Chen has sent a se- 


cret dispatch to Yang Lu, the Grand 
Secretary, asking that Gen. Su be 
cashiered as his forces are aiding the 
rebels and not only communicating 
military seerets, but give them arms 
and ammunition and uniforms.

POWER FOR GOOD. 
On Monday evening last the 


Young Men's Christian Association of 
ios Anseles invited a couple of hun- 
dred of our prominent business and 
professional men to meet Capt. Hob- 
son of Merrimac fame at a banquet. 
The appropriateness of the gathering 
consisted in the fact that Capt. Hob- 
son has been a member of the Y.M. 
C.A. for seventeen years, and is a 
warm admirer of that organization. 
At the close of the banquet a reso- 
‘lution was adopted in favor of a new 
building for the Y.M.C.A. com- 
mensurate with the growth of the city 
and of the organization. The resolu- 
tion provided for a citizens’ commit- 
tee to help carry out the plan, with 
J. Ross Clark as chairman. 


The Y.M.C.A.. which originated 

about fifty years ago in England, but 
is now much more powerful in the 
United States than in the old coun- 
try, is ~ndoubtedly a great power for 
good, and has accomplished muth. 
Its efforts tn this direction have been 
chiefly limited by the lack of sufficient 
funds to carry out its plans, rather 
than by any indifference or lack of 
enterprise on the part of its officials. 
As a well-known citizen of Los Ange- 
les said, in Pasadena, in opening his 
address on this organization, “The Y. 
M.C.A. is the antithesis of the sa- 
loon.” There is much truth in this 
remark, and it is a more important 
and sigaificant statement than ap- 
pears on the surface. As The Times 
has frequently observed, and as prac- 
tical social reformers long ago discov- 
ered, both here and in England, it is 
of little use to continue to shout 
against the “rum fiend,” or to pray 
for prohibition, so long as no attrac- 
tive substitutes are provided for the 
ever-open—or almost always open— 
saloon. The Y.M.C.A. offers a coun- 
ter attraction in this respect, but 
its power for good must always be 
greatly limited so long as it has only 
one establishment in a large city, 
which can accommodate only asmal! 
Percentage of those who may be 
tempted to pass their evenings at less 
desirable resorts. Why would it not be 
agood plan for the Y.M.C.A. to have, 
in every ward of the city, a well- 
lighted, well-warmed and attractive 
establishmen:, where young men may 
obtain light refreshments of a non- 
alcoholic kind, may find interesting 
books and papers to read, and games 
of all kinds, not even excluding bil- 
liards, an interesting and wholesome 
game, involving some light exercise, 
which the good sisters of the Y.W.C. 
A. in Long Beach recently raised a 
big hubbub about, because a billiard 
table had been added to the attrac- 
tions of the Y.MLC.A. rooms in that 
city. The only comment necessary on 
this subject is the statement of a 
worthy old British divine, that he did 
not believe in lettiag the devi! have 
all the good tunes. If such innocent 
games rs billiards are shut out from 
the Y.M.C.A. rooms, then you may 
be very sure that many young men 
will go and find them in places where 
they are subjected to temptations. 
A church member who was recently 
urged to aid the Y.M.C.A. in Los 
Angeles, repiied that in his opinion 
the organization did not bring many 
young people into the church. Well, 
supposing this to be true—that only, 
a small percentage of the members 
of the Y.MC.A. enter the open 
door of the church. If, however, they 
are induced to turn aside from the 
open doors of the saloon, and the 
brothel, and the gambling house, must 
it mot be sald that the organ!zation 
has done something to justify its ex- 
istence’? 
Business men of Los Angeles who 
may be calied upon to ald in the es- 
tablishment of a larger building for 
the local Y.M C.A.. where lis power 
for good may be greatiy increased, 
wil! doubtiess respond with liberality. 
There is, after ai), an element of se!l- 
fishness In this matter, for an estab- 
lishment Which lessens orime, and 
leads many young men to prefer right 
to wrong, is really a money-saving tn- 
stitutlon for community, entirely 
apart from the moral and religious 
phases of the question.

HICAGO’S MUNICIPAL EXPENSES. 
Million’ for salaries, but only 
thousands for improvements, seems 
to be the motto of Mayor Harrison's 
government in Chicago. The aston- 
ishing statement is sent forth from 
that city that during the year 1902 
the municipal pay roll reached the 
enormous aggregate of $9,129,725.68, 
while the total amount paid out for 
municipal improvements during the 
same year was only $649,797.07. These 
figures are said to have been taken 
from the Comptroller's report for the 
year named. The further statement 
is made that money received for 
license fees to the amount of $2,009.- 
000 is unaccounted for. In view of 
these alleged facts it would seem that 
the municipal government of Chicago 
is In some need of Investigation. 

The statements above referred to 
were made by Alexander H. Revell, 
Chairman of the Republican Cam- 
paign Committee, on Monday, before 
an audience composed principally of 
business men. It is possible that the 
figures were twisted somewhat for po- 
litical purposes; but, even making 
due allowances on tbat score, it ap- 
pears that the discrepancy between 
the expenditures for improvements and 
the amounts disbursed for municipal 
salaries is, as Mr. Revell rather mod- 
erately characterized it, astonishing. 
It is in fact something more than 
astonishing that a city. of even the 
large size of Chicago should have a pay 
roll running up above the $9,000,000 
mark. At an average of $1000 for each 
municipal employé this would provide 
for over 9000 employés, or not far 
from one for every 177 inhabitants of 
the city, including men, women and 
children. 

The tendency toward corruption and 
maladministration of municipal gov- 
ernment, in all large cities, is con- 
stant, and it can be counteracted 
only by the utmost vigilance on the 
part of al! citizens who have the pub- 
lic welfare at heart, and who are 
animated by a desire to secure the 
best possible results in the practical 
application of the science of municipal! 
government. The government of 
New York City has been. for more 
than a generation, an object-lesson in 
the iniquities that are possible in city 
government when bad men band to- 
gether to get contro! of the municipal 
machinery. The above figures would 
seem to indicate that perhaps Chi- 
cago has a Tammany of its own which 
is ambitious to follow in the foot- 
steps of its notorious prototype. 


If the tourist and native want to see

lock Holmes” has most of the elemenis 
of a more or less lurid melodrama. it 
is quite liberally supplied with blood- 
and-thunder sensationalism, but § it 
stops short of the actual shedding of 
gore. There are numerous threats of 
shooting. and other forms of  vio- 
lence, but not a shot is actually fired, 
and so something is left to the imag- 


ination. 

The play is a series of incidents of 
the sort which go to make up the or- 
dinary detective story. It has not the 
continuity of plot found in the good 
old melodrama, with which we are alli 
so familiar. Yet it is interesting, from 
beginning to end. It is interesting, for 
one reason, because it is very well 
written.

IS DECLARED OFF. 


OPTION TO BUY WESTERN UNION 
WELLS EXPIRES. 


Pacific Oil and Transportation Com- 


pany Could not Raise the Wind— 
State Mining Bureau Will Issue Oil 


Bulletin—Cargo of Rails. 


Negotiations for the purchase of the 
Western Union Oil Company's holdings 
in the Santa Maria field of Santa Bar- 
bara county are off. 

Owing to the failure of the Pacific Oil 
and Transportation Company of San 
Francisco to pungle up about $1,425,000, 
the Western Union Company will con- 
tinue to develop and market the prod- 
uct of its wells. Six months ago the 
northern company, which is one of the 
largest shippers of crude oil in the 
State, secured an option to purchase 
nine-tenths of the capital stock of the 
Western Union Company, which con- 
trols the cream of the Santa Maria 
field, fifteen producing wells and valu- 
able equipment. It also obtained an 
option on the holdings of the Los Flores 
Land and Oil Company, controlled by 
the principal stockholders of the West- 
ern Union. These options expired yes- 
terday, and the local company refused 
to grant an extension on the same 
basis. 

“The deal is off,” said J. 8. Slauson, 
president of the company, yesterday. 
“We have been informed that the 
northern people who figured on obtain- 
ing control of the Western Union prop- 
erty could not come to time, and so 
far as this company is concerned, the 
incident is closed. We have never 
ceased development, and will continue 
to drill wells.” 

Since the granting of the option sev- 
eral months ago, the Union Ol! Com- 
pany has discovered another important 
oll belt in Santa Barbara county and re- 
cent developments have proven it to be 
a formidabie rival to the Santa Maria

State Mineralogist L. E. Au- 
bury has sent a cirevlar letter. to 
property owners in the various fields 
asking cotperation. He states it ia the 
intention to give as far as practicable‘ 
analyses of the oils of the different 
fields, and also the use to which the 
oll is put. The analyses will include 
gravity, fash and fire tests, viscosity, 
fractional distillation, sulphur and ca- 
lorifiC values. 

CARGO OF RAILS COMING. 
One of the most significant facts 
connected with the construction of the 
Midiand Pacific Rallway, is that a 
cablegram has been received from 
Antwerp, Belgium, inquiring in_re- 
gard to Port Harford as a place for 
unloading a cargo of steel rails. This 
is accepted as very encouraging for 
the early construction of the new line 
from Bakersfield to Port Harford.

FIGHTING TRIM. 


Electricians’ Strike 
Them Prepared. 


Demand of Unions Met With 
Countet-proposal. 


Strikers’ Places to Be Filled if 
Terms are not Accepted. 
Metal Men Lose. 


A strike of inside electric wiremen 
that has been impending for #e veral 
weeks, occurred yesterday morning, 


qhen 125 union men refused to go to 


@ork at nine shops in Los Angeles and 
Pasadena, the proprietors of which are 
members of the Master Electrical Con- 
tractors’ Association. 
The men, who are members of 4 
branch of the International Brother- 
nood of Electrical Workmen, demanded 
an increase in wages from $3.30 to 
day and endeavored also to dictate 

to their employers ceriain terms re- 
garding employment. All these de- 
mands were refused by the employers, 
who in turn formulated a salary 8c hed- 


‘gle and a set of wofking rules that are 


got satisfactory to the union agitators. 

Both sides are far from an adjust- 
gent of the difficulty, and an early set- 
tiement is pot expected. Meantime, 
the contractors are employing non- 
union men and expect to continue busi- 
ness with little interruption. There 
are many electricians in Los Angeles 
who are not members of the union and 
a number of them were placed at work 
immediately after the strike was de- 
clared. 

When it became known some time 
ago that the inside wiremen contem- 
plated a demand for higher wages and 
more binding regulations as to the em- 
ployment of apprentices, the principal 
contractors of Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena formed an association for mutual 

rotection. H. B. Woodill of the Wood- 

ll & Hulse Electric Company was 
chosen president, and in his hands was 
concentrated the management of the 
difficulty. The association membership 
includes the following companies and 
individuals: Western Electric and Ma- 
chinery Company, Woodill & Hulse 


Biectric Company, W. I. Keese, 
Thomas Foulkes, Southern Electrical 
Company, G. T. Bennett, M. P. Thye 


Company and the Pasadena Electrical 
Supply and Fixture Company. 

Members of the association bound 
themselves to stand together in resist- 
ing the demands of the men; each con- 
tractor refrained from entering into 
contracts for extensive work until an 
adjustment of the difficulty should be 
reached, and a set of working rules 
Was prepared as a substitute for the 
“rules” the union agitators had formu- 
lated for the government of their em- 
Pployers’ business. 

The rules of the contractors’ assacia- 
tien provide a working day of *ight 
hours, with time and a half for over- 
time and double time for Sundays and 
bolidays. Car fare is allowed men to 
@nd from the shops and their work, and 
it is required that men shall begin 
Work on jobs at 8 o'clock a.m., except 
when necessary to report at the shop 
for material or orders: in this case, it 
is required that men report at 7:45 
@.m., ready to leave for the job imme- 
diately on receipt of orders. The max- 
imum rate of wages for journeymen is 
fixed at $3.50 per day, with $4 per day 
for foremen. The employers demand 
the right to classify all men. Jour- 
neymen are held responsible for the 
work they do, and are required to 
rectify mistakes they may make, on 
their own time. The contractors agree 
to employ not more than one appren- 
tice or helper to one journeyman wire- 
man, provided journeymen are avalil- 
able, and they stipulate that helpers 
shail be worked according to the best 
udgment of employers. Other stipu- 

tions are made regarding the compe- 
tence and pay of apprentices. 

“We are in an excellent position to 
conduct our own business in our own 
way,’ said President Woodill of the 
Contractors’ Association, yesterday, 

“All members of our association have 
completed important contracts, and are 
prepared to withstand the demands of 
the men. We simply cannot grant an 
increase of wages, and, furthermore, 
We must be permitted to formulate 
Such working rules.as the business re- 
quires. This trouble has been insti- 
net by our 
men, who were satisfied with existing 
conditions. Some of our employés have 

earning $30 per week. We have 
&pplications from many men who are 


_ Willing to work on our terms, and they 
are being employed as fast as needed. 


In addition to this, there are many 
electricians on the way to Los Angeles 

other cities. There will be an 
abundance of workers here in a short 


‘time, and if the strikers do not wish to 


return to work their piaces will be 
filed.”’ 

Members of the union already have 
begun their usual tactics for obstruct- 
ing the business of their former em- 


Pployers. ‘“Pickets" have been sta- 


_tloned at every place where electrical 


work is under way, and flattering in- 
G@ucements are held out to men who 
have taken strikers’ places, in an ef- 
fort to get these men into the union. 
The offer made by the union to each 
man is one month's board and lodging 
and $1 per day for idieness. Many of 
the men thus approached were denied 
admission to the union only a short 


time ago. the organization at that 
time being engaged in an endeavor to 
Create a shortage in the supply = of 
men by driving non-unionists from 
the city. If these men now accept the 
Offer of the union, it t« said they will 
be kept from work for a month. and 


then denied admittance into the union.

IM SING, CHINESE, 
BRINGS JAP GUESTS. 


STRANGE GROUP COMES TO LOS 
ANGELES SIGHT-SEEING.

Seven Dudish and Educated Little 
Brown Students, Proteges of a Yellow 
Tea Merchant, Spend the Night in 
Chinatown. 


One of the strangest bunches of trav- 
eling humanity that ever came to Los 
Angeles* arrived yesterday afternoon, 
quartered itself in Chinatown for the 
evening, and will pass out early this 
morning. 

This was a group of seven Japanese 
young men, the protegés of the empire, 
who are studying in this country. 
While in San Francisco they formed 
the acquaintance and friendship of the

However that may be, the ac quaint- 
ance was formed, and a friendship was 
the result. These youths were then in- 
troduced to one Yim Sing, a wealthy 
traveling tea merchant, who passes 
from the north to the southerh part. of 
the State quite frequently in selling his 
wares. 

Yim Sing decided to make the trip to 
Los Angeles recently, and as the young 
Japs were not doing anything in par- 
ticular, he brought them along, and is 
showing off the country to them. There 
was no unusual stir over their arrival 
here last night, and the Chinamen 
seemed to make no comment on the 
freakish proceeding of their brother. 

The caravan put up with Kip Sing 
Wo, a general merchant of Apablasa 
street, and the Japanese youths dis- 
tributed themselves over the city to 
have a gvod time. 

They made a_ strange picture for 
Chinatown. All dressed in the costume 
of civilization, educated, and all speak- 
ing excellent English, they looked ter- 
ribly out of place when they went back 
to settle down for the night In the fear- 
ful quarters of this mass of half sav- 
age creatures. 

Yet they “seemed to like it, and, with 
barbarism all their own only buried be- 
neath a thin veneer of broadcloth and 
#tarched linen, they accepted all things 
without questioning. 

Of the group four are well advanced 
in the study of civil engineering, and 
are private pupils of a prominent engi. 
neer of San Francisco. Two are tak- 
ing a general course in Stanford, while 
one, who delights in the euphoneous 
name of Kisha Rim, is a musical stu- 
dent at Berkeley. 

Today Yim Sing and his charges will 
go to Arizona, and if they attract as 
much attention as they did in certain

Struck by Train. 

Hugh D. Huggins, an aged rancher, 
who resided near Downey, was struck 
by a Southern Pacific train near his 
home yesterday and instantly killed.

LATEST PROMOTIONS MAY NOT 
STICK AFTER ALL. 


New Rules are very Much to the Point. 
Legal Opinion That Examination is 


Necessary. 


To what extent the police and fire 
Gepertments are subject to civil-service 
rules is a question that the City At- 
terney may soon have to solve. The 
Fire Commission appointed sevente>n 
firemen and then adopted a resolution 
Geclaring that alj appointments should 
be made upon examination, and sub- 
ject to civil-service regulations. (One 
policeman was appointed »y the Priice 
Commission, a rule was adopted piac- 
ing that departmen® under civ!l 
fee. as far as appointments were con- 
calmly 
promoted four men without regard to 
the civil-service provisions. 

Mayor Snyder takes the position that 
the Police Commission is in absolute 
control of the department. unjess it 
Chooses to relinquish the power of ap- 
pointment, as has been done, to the 
Civili Service Commission. the 
Mfayor named the Civil Service Cuom- 
milfsioners. they have very little to 
ay regarding the situation, but it is 
eaid that they do not concur in the 
view taken vy the Chief Executive. 

Section 93 of the charter says: “All 
appointments and removals in ihe po- 
Sice department shall be made by the 
Board of Police Commissioners, rubiect 
to such civil-service regulations us ire 
now or may be hereafter in force. 

In section 239 of the charter i{t is 
written that the civil-service provision 
shall apply to the police department. 

Section 240 reads: “The membors cf 
the police force shall be subject to 
as provided 
eisewhere in this charter.” — 

As this last section occurs in the 
civil-service articice. the three sections 
are construed by competent au- 
thority to Mean that ail appointments 
and promotions in the police and fire 
Gepartments must be made in accord- 
ance with civil-service rules, and that 
only the removal and discharge of po- 
Heemen remains in the hands of the 
Police Co ion. 

There ig no doubt that the charter 
framers inetnded to include the police 
in the civil service, and 

6. as adopetd by the commission, 
reads as foliows: “Whenever a va- 
cancy is to be filled in the classified 
eivil service, the Boari of Civil Srry- 
Commissioner: shail decide whethe- 
Such vacancy shall be filied by promo- 
tion or appointment from the list of 
@ligibies.” 

Rule & regarding ions, is 
couched in the following longuage: “A!! 
promotions in the classified civil srrv- 
fee. unless herein otherwise provided, 
Shall be froin grade to grade as the 
Board may determine. and shal be 
Mace upon voluntary, open, competi- 
tive examination.” 

If the rules of the Civil Service Com- 
mission are of any effect, the recent ap- 
pointments in the police department 
wil oniy hold for a limited period of 
time or until the Civil Service Commis- 
sien can make @rrangements for an 
@zamiration to determine whether or

| STREET LIGHTING. 
POSSIBLE COMPETITION. 
Appearance at the City Hall of agents 
representing foreign capital and their 
critical examination of the municipal 
Street lighting contract has given rise 
to the report that Adolph Spreckels of 
Gan Francisco and affiliated interests 
afe preparing to cafry the war into 
Africa by starting a plant here to fur.

There seems 
to be absolutely no foundation for the 
latter report, although it is not !mprob- 
able that agents for the Spreckeis com- 
panies are investigating the eiectrica!

Los Angeles spends over $30,000 a 
year in street lighting, and the amount 
will constantly increase. Over a hund 
etreets lamps were added this year, and 
the demand for them is nevertheless 
very great. The total number in use 
today is 1056: 

At the last session the State Legis- 
lature passed a law providing that con- 
tracts for municipal street lighting may 
be made for a longer period than one 
year With the one-year limitation on 
the contract, there has been no possi- 
bility of competition. as no company 
could afford to install a distributing 
system to cost at least $256,000 in order 
Ro secure @ One-year contract. For 
years the Los Angeles Electric Com- 
pany has been the sole bidder, the pres- 
ent rate being $6.75 per lamp per month. 

Adoiph Spreckeis's success in man- 

aging the Independent Electric, Gas and 
Power Company of San Franciaco, 
Which has been fighting the California 
Biectric, Gas Lighting Company, which

THE INFERIOR COURTS. 


RRESTED HIS WIFE, 
WENT ON HER BOND. 


FELIX RADO'’S FREAKS WITH HIS 
TRUANT SPOUSE. 


Examination Set for Saturday, but 
the Complaining Witness Seems to 
Have Weakencd—Two Coons Get Long

EDUCATING THE ENGLISH. 

A California Woman Solving the 

Servant Problem for the Women of 

London—Life Without Hired Help. 

{[Lendon Mall:] A bright American 
woman has come from California te 
solve London's great servant problem. 
Miss G. Stewart is a young university 
graduate; and her campaign opens with 
a lecture at*the Women's Institute, 
No. $2 Victoria street, this afternoon, 
at 3 o'clock. 

Her solution is a sweeping one—that 
Engiish women should follow the west- 


ern model and do their own work. “In 
California it is the common thing for 


| persons of good standing to do their 


own housework,” she said in a con- 
versation yesterday afternoon. “Life 
is less complicated there in many ways, 
and tasks that here are wearying are 
there made easy by simpler house con- 
struction and by labor-saving appli- 
ances. 

“The American housewife who does 
her own work is by no means a do- 
mestic siave. It is true that she can- 
not, like so many English women, 
spend her mornings reading the news- 
paper. Her day commences earlier, as 
it is customary to have breakfast be- 
tween 7:30 and 8:30 o'clock. During the 
morning she works, and work does her 
good. Her domestic tasks are done 
easily, quickly and thoroughly.” 

“How does your servantiess wife 
manage for veot-cleaning, knife-clean- 
ing, washing up. blacking grates, and 
answering the door’ Miss Stewart 
was asked. 

She had her answers ready. “The 
American man and woman wear the 
rubbers (goloshes) when it is wet, and 
these ure easily washed. The woman 
cleans her boots with liquid blacking, 
which is far less labor than the oid 
paste blacking. If English people wore 
rubbers they would be saved much 
rheumatism. 

“Knife-cleaning is not necessary, 
because electro-plated knives are uni- 
versally used. Our grate is a small 
cradle in a tiled hearth, when the rooms 
are hot heated by steam. 

“Washing dishes is, | admit, one of 
the things that must so far be done in 
the old-fashioned way: but in Amert- 
can houses the handling of the dishes 
is net so serious a matter. There 
it is usual for the kitchen to adjoin 
the. dining-room, and for the two to 
be connected by a siiding panel. 

“But even in washing up we have 
some things to save labor. The enam- 
eled saucepan is in general use, and 
is easy to clean. A wooden handle 
with a bunch of armor-chain At the 
end is used for scouring. e use 
earthenware pans generally for stews, 
and serve up in them. 

“As to answering the door.” Miss 
Stewart continued, “why should yeu 
not answer your own door? What Is 
there derogatory in it’? The some - 
thing incredtbie In the notion that *vou 
demean yourself by opening the door 
to a caller.”
